In tlie remote Soathem parts of the worlds this will be 
a. very great Edipfe, for the Sun will be centrally and 
totally eclipfed at 12 at noon, in 46 deg. 3001. South 
Latitude, and 98 deg. Eaft Longttnde from London ; boi 
the time of total darknefs will b€ of rerj fmalj conti- 
nnance, iis the apparent diameters of the San and Moon 
at that time are nearly equal. This Eclipfe will be vi- 
able to Kew Holhuif and all along the Eaftern coaft 
thereof/ tailed new South Wales, which was explored in 
the year 1770, by the late celebrated circumnavigator 
Capt. Cook: On this coaft is fituated Bot^Jty Bay aftd 
Port Jackfon. 

The third* is attother partial Eclipfe of the Moon, 
6n;Wedriefday the 21ft of Aognft. - The Eclipfe begin* 
(with refpe6i to the meridian of London) a:t 29 min. 
after i ; and the end is at 17 mln. after 4 in the ^fcer- 
noon ; digits eclipfed 8° 41^ on the h^toonV footh or lower 
Kmb. The Moon will not* rife here with us till about 7 
c'docky confequently this £clipfe will be invifibhe. At the 
middle t'tmt of this Bctipfe, the Moon will be vertical to 
Arnheim's Land, on the Northern coaft of New Holland^ 
about 300 miles to the South-weft of Endeavour Straits; 
in 11 deg, 14m. of South Latitude, and 136 deg. 40m. 
eaft Longitude from London; confequently, thrs'EcHpfe 
wilt be tifihle to all the unknown fouthern parts of the 
worlds ^uiie ^^nd the pole icfelf ; alfo to New Zealand, 
New Holland, and all along the Eaftern coaft thereof, 
called New South Wales, which is of 2000 miles extent^ 
New Guinea, the Phillppite'Ifles, ihofe' of Malacca, 
Borneo, Sunda; as alfo the New Hebrides and Friendlf 
iiles. 

The^fourth and laft of thefe Eelipies, is t notable one 
of the Sun, upon Thurfday September 5, i» the 6iorn- 
ing, vifible in thefe parts if the air prove ferene an4 
favourable, and it is the greateft Eclipfe of the Sun w^ 
have had in England iince that of the ift of April, I764« 
The Eclipfe will be fjrft feen to begin at the Sun's riiiog, 
near the great Fiftiing Bank of Newfoundland ; the 
central fliade will £rft take the earth near Hudfon*s Straits,' 
in the Northern Parts of Hadfon's Bay; from whenc*' 
directing its courfe South Eaft, it paiTeth over the 
Southern parts of Greenland (leaving Iceland a little ta 
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tbe Nortli] towards the Wcftera liland) ; from tlience it 
paflech over the Northern partj of Scotland, over Den- 
mark, Swedeo, and Poland, towtrdi,tbe Cafpian Sea, 
■nd the Northern parts of Perfia^ where it enters the 
MogQlEmpire, and there it quits the earth with the fettiDg; 
SuD. Tbe Moon's apparent diameter it the ume of thit 
Eclipfe, is Icfs than the apparent diameter of the Sun, 
therefore the Eclipfe where central, will not be total ; bat 
the fpeClaton alt along the central track will be enter* 
tained with a beautiful riog of light quite round ibe Sun 
of near half a digit in breadth. The whole penumbra 
leaven the Earth, and the Eclipfe will be feen to end with 
the fettiDK-SoD in the Indian Sea, a little more tbao 100 
leagues from the Southertk Coaft of Aralua, near tbe 
Jfland of Socotia.

Jftmogical Judgments for the Tear 1 79 3. 

AS I have given yoo the agronomical cakplationt 
of ,tliefe£clipfes from accurate and exa£l .tables, 
fo I will now give yon my judgment of the vifibleEcIipfet, 
in an aftrological way, for I am of'opinion that an invidble 
one is detrimental to no fort of pcrfbns^ whatfoever. 

The firil of thefe Eciipfes that are viiible to as» is that 
of the Moon, on Feb. 2 j, at 45 min*.paft lO at nighty 
at which. time 18 deg. oi Leo is on the mid-heaven* and 
5 deg. of Scorpio afcending on the eaft. Now tht eclipfcd 
luminary n in 8 deg. of Virgo, near the meridian, and 
will, as I told you before, contintie eclipfed z hours^amin* 
The next vifible Eclipfe is a notable and celebrated one 
of the Sun, in 13 deg. of Virgo, on the 5th of Septen^- 
,ber in the morning ; and at the middle time of which, 
30 < deg. of l4eo is on the medium coeli> and 13 dtg. of 
Scorpio afcending* The duration of this remarkable 
Eclipfe is more tba n % hours, which will be fo many 
years in its efieAs, as an hour denotes one year. Now 
Mercury is the chief ruler of thefe Eciipfes, . they being 
both celebrated in his doinal dignities; and bor great 
mafter Ptolomy faith, that when Mercury rules alone, he 
caufeth quick and crafty anions on the ftageof the world ; 
excites men to much fubtility; the death« or miferabie^ 
Hate of fome Prince, high winds, great robbing both by 
fea and land, ihipwrecks at fea, and hereiies in i^ligion 
are iignified thereby. Thefe Eciipfes fall in a Square to 
the Horofcope of Spain : Moft wonderful it is to obferve 
how the arrows of Heaven are levelled againft that king* 
dom and nation, and have been ever fince the year 1789. 
What can we pronounce lefs than that opprefiion and 
mifery are the coftdant attendants of that Popifh and for* 
faken Nation. Thus much for the Ecljpfes, Now I pro* 
ctcd 10 the Four Quarters of the Year,

THE Wioter Quarter begins December the ti% 
1793, «t 35 ODin. ]>aic I in the morning, at which 
time the Sua enters the $rfl fcruple of the tropical fign 
Opricorn ; th^ rold-heaveh at that inftant is 22 deg. ef 
Cancer, and 17 deg. of Lib^a is 'afceadiiig'OA the horoT- 
^pe, Satarn is ODjhjej;«krp jQf the 7th, Jupiter is in the 
idf Mars and Venas are in the 4th^ the Sun and Mer- 
cary are poflted in the 3d, and the Moon in the 6t1i, de- 
parting from the Sqiia« cif the San, and applying to the 
^^uase bf Mercary a&d Coojonftion of Venas '; and thas 
ate the heaTeos pofi^ at this ingrefs, in which yoii will 
fee aad hear of more riolent prajeds and ondertakings 
than are sfaally done or expedked at this ieafon of tbe 
year i and fome fotindatjon of a proje£^ now laid, which the 
iwhoie year following will have a large fliare of in every 
thing. Divine Providence ieems to ha^e ordained feme 
certain kingdom or kingdoms to great troubles* if net 
utter deftra^on, or new modification of their condita- 
tion ; and the fe events iiail firft begin from the tyranny 
of their Prince or Princes. Difturbances threaten - the 
German aid, Tnrkifli empirOs ; and there is fome danger 
of the hreach of peace,, or fome under^baod dealing of 
the Turks towards the Germans or Perfiaas.

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The spring QUARTER, 

THE Spring Quarter commences the 20th of MarcB, 
at &min. after 3 in the morning, at which time the 
Son enter.*! the vernal (ign Ari^s, when the face of the 
Heavens will appear as they are delineated in the above 
fcbeme. Mundane affairs will be attended with very 
great coancils and confaltaticMiis, and fuch as niay for- 
prize the fpirits of fome evil-minded perfons in oar own . 
nation ; but I have reafon, from the influences of the 
Planets, to hope, to the great fatisfafiion of the major 
part of the kingdom in general. The ConJ4in£lion of 
the two malevolent Plitnets, Saturn and Mars, now ap- .

WHICH this year commences on Friday, June the 
2 1 ft at'iomin. pad i in the morning, when the Sun 
enters the firH point. of the tropical iign Cancer, which is 
theeilival folftice, and ha; then made his greateft northern 
declination, viz. 23 deg. 28m.' from the equator, making 
our IbngeH day and ihorteft night ; at which time we 
have about i6deg. of Capricorn on the medium coeli, and 
9 ^^g- of Taqrus on the afcendent. In this tropical in- 
grefs the Moon is in the 7th in conjunction with Jupiter, 
ab S of -1^ et i i Mars and Mercury are in i in the 2d 
and Saturn on the cufp of the afcendant. This position 
of Saturn caufeth cold and dry difeafes, proceeding from 
X melancholy, mixt with tongh phlegm, caafing obilruc* 
tions and indigeftions in the ^omach, heavinefs in the 
head, and windinefs in the bowels, ^ith pains in the head, 
kkvfeits. Sic, cum multis aliis^ As 
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As afFairs now ftand, I afTure you that the pojitlons of 
the Planets at this time iignify many religious debates 
and controveriiesy commocioas, wars, feditions, altera- 
tions ofla^s and ca(loix)Sy And fubverfions of rights and 
privileges, in all which calamities feveral nations of 
Europe will be involved ; in a word^.fome matters of no 
fm^'ll moment are now upon the anvil, whicfi feeni to be 
proi'ecuced with uncommon ardour and refolatioo. 

The autumnal QUARTER. 

THIS quarter begins at fuch time as the Sun appa« 
rently enters into the ^rH fcruple of Ltbra> which 
falls on Sunday,. September tb^e 22d, at 58 min.paft 2 in 
the afternoon under (he meridian of Loodon,, making now 
the days and nights equal lall over the world, except 
under the Poles. At Londok we have 17 deg. of Virgo 
culminating, and 1 1 deg. of Capricorn afcending ; the 
Moon is applying to a ^ of Saturn and a o of Venus 
and Mars, and an Oppoiltipn of Jupiter: The laft of thefe 
Planets, viz. Jupiter, is pofited in the medium Cceli* 
Hence we may hei^rof many ra'fh actions of the people 
in divers parts,, both with refpe^ to religion and other 
matters; the borders and frontiers of France maybe 
loaded with mariial evils ; and a refllefs and defpo.ic 
Prince is under temptation, to form feme ill defigns. 
againft -i neigbboaring power. Whatever, the malevolent 
influence of the late Conjunflion of Saturn and Mars ' 
' hereof may produce, for there is a llrong poifun and a 
iire tail attending its influence (whenever the wife Mover 
of all Things {hall prder it to (ling) but it is likely to fall 
in Italy, France, RulTia, Germany, or thofe confines. 
Indeed, we may be affijred, that God does not in vain 
demonitrate unto mankind fuch fv>rmidable Eclipfes (as 
tha'.juft now pafl) without iiftions fucceeding thegi of 
great moment in the world. 

Genethliacal Aftrology. 

THE noble and divine fcience of A Urology hath 
many adverfaries; (by fuch it fufFers a deliquium) 
but thefe adverfaries thereto are fuch as are ignorant in 
fhe very rudiments of that art which they would contemn, 
ugh they miy have done laudable, things in other parts 

of 
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of learning, fo confeqaently their weak batteries are not 
likely to prevail againft it. When I ferionfly confider the 
fubliroicy of this learning, it prevents my wonder at the 
contradidtioas caval&of the ignorant and rafh antagonill» 
whofe dimmer eyes are unable to penetrate the ftarry 
fphereSy and thence difcern the decrees of. heaven at fo 
great a diilance. Yet it is as confpicuoas to me as the San 
in his meridian luftre ; that as dll perfons are not born to 
one and the felf-fame fate, fo they are not heirs to one and 
the felf-fame faith and belief. Diniq\ nan omnes. tadtm 
mirantur amanq; faith Horace. The Lord Bacon» in his 
Advancement of Learning, Very jullly imputes this dif- 
ference to a fuperior cau^ (who faith) in the traditions of 
AUroldgy the natures and difpofitions of men are not 
without truth, diflinguifhed from the predominancies of 
the Planets : As, that fome are by nature made and pro- 
portioned for contemplations-others for matters civile- 
others for wars — others for advancement — others for arts 
-—others for a changeable courfe of life, &c. Thefe 
things being premifed, I come now to fhew fome re- 
markable varieties in the genethliacal part of this art, 
and fuch as have gained credit i^th men of the beft 
learning aod jadgment. 

' Something on the Nativity of Jack Adams, a native 
of Clerkenwell parilh, London, who was bora an ideot, 
or fo great a natural, that the parifh not only maintained 
him, but allowed a nurfe^ to attend him to preferve him 
frpjfi harm, for he was fo ilupid as to be obliged to were 
long coats. Meeting fometime iihce with a large folio 
book 00 the Dodrine of Nativities, which came from the 
lludy of a deceafed worthy perfon, I found feveral 
marginal notes inferied in fome pages, which were written 
by that deceafed perfon's own hand.

there at the time here noted, one PI aisef dignified except

£g«re, may ^nd the above rulc<; exactly verified ; and 
may be convinced, that there is an Aftrology in the 
H<?ay<ens, able to juilify its truth, and bid defiance to all 
the fcurrilous invedives of the ignorant antagonifts of 
thislaiidtMe aad nfefal Science.

T N this year there will happen two edipfes of the Son, and 
^ twt> of the Moon ; one o\ each luminary vilible, if the air at 
thiit time be clear in England 1 the other two not. 

The firll is a partial and viiible cclipfe of the moon, on Mm- 
day the 25th day of Ftfbruary, at night. At the time.the cclipfe 
begins, the moon will he vertical, or diredly over the heads of 
fuch inhabitants as are fttuated near the ealtem cmH: of Abvf- 
iinia, in Ethiopia, in the African Defarts, under about 8 de- 
grees of north litituJc, and'39 degrees of long tude, eall of 
London ; this is the country from whence, it is fuppofed, the 
Queen of Shebacame to hear the wifdom of Solomon, and from 
whence the eunuch, the prime mintiter ci Qaeen Candace 
Citmi:, who was converted tp Chrillianity and bapiisted by St. 

Phillip. When the moon is come to the middle of the 

cclipfe, (he will then be vertical to Tamalma, which ia near 
one ot the Tout ces o( (he River Nile, in Ethiopia, which place 
IS in about ig degrees ot eaft longitude from London, and under 
8 degrees ot north latitude. At the end of this eclipfe the 
moon will be dire^ly over the Gold coaft, in Guinea; and 
this happens in near 8 degrees of north latitude, but in i deg. 
38 min. ot wrft longitude from London. This eclipfe will he 
vifibir q lite through all Africa and Europe, and the greaceil 
>arc of Afii ; in America the moon will ri(e cclipfed.

At the middlcf of this eclipfe (which is at 53 
siin. after 2) the moon w411 be vertical to Arnheitn's land, 
on the northern coaft of Nc^ Holland, about roo leagues to 
the fouth*weft of Endeavour Straits, imder 11 deg. 14 min. 
fcuth latitude, 136 deg. 4^ min. caft of Greenwich, This 
«clipie will be vifible to all the unknown fouthern parrs of the 
world, qoite round the Pole itielf ; alio to New Zealand, 
Kew Holland, and all along the eailern coeft thereof, called 
New South Wales, whkh is of 2000 miles extent. 

The fouvtk and lail of thefe eclipfes is a great wid vifibte^ 
eclipfe of the fun, on Thuriday the 5ih day of Si^ptember (near 
noon) according to the following type and calcolatioos ; and 
is the mod eminent and remarkable eclipfe of that fort, that 
will be feen in England for a long time ; and is t6e greateft 
we have had fince tliat on the ifl of April, 1764. The centre 
of the, lunar penumbra in this eclipfe, after hovering in the 
sir fome little while,, oyer the great fifhing bank ofNewfonnd-' 
land ; it lands upon our globe near Hudfon's Straits, in the 
northern parts of Kudfon's Bay ; from thetice it makes its [ 
way to the fouthern parts of Greenland (leaving Iceland a i 
little to the nOrtb) over the Weftcrn Iflands, ; from theifce it ' 
traverfcs over the northern parts of Scotland, over ^nmark, 
Sweden, and Poland, towards the Cafpian Sea, and the 
northern parts of Perfia, where it enters the Mogul empire, 
and there the central eclipfe quits this globe with the fetting ' 
fun; the whole penumbra leaves the earth, and the whole 
eclipfe will be feen to end ns the fun (ets, and this will happen ' 
in' the Indian Sea, a little mor^; than 300 miles from the 
fouthern coaft of Arabia, near the ifland of Socotra. 

The rtoon's apparent diameter at the time of this eclipfe 
will be lefs than rlxe apparent diameter of the fun ; therefore, 
thiscclipfip» where central, will not be total, but the fpcftacors 
ill aldrg the ceatral track, will be entertaiRcd with a-beautt*

The immei iion will be at 42 min. after 6 ; and the emerfion 
will be at 30 min. after 7 o'clock; when the flar will be ad- 
vanced 1 1 in in. and 30 feconds north of the centre of the mooo. 
To cbfcrvt^ iliis w^th.any advantage, a fmall telefcope will be 
proper. . 1 

4. The Ipfl cf thefc tranfits I ihall mention, is a very notable 
cne of Alucbaran, on Sunday the J5th of December, or rather 
on Monday morning the T6th. The ftar will be firft hid bj 
the ir.oon, and the immerfion takes place at 12 min. after X2 ; 
and the ftar will firft appear again, and the emeriion happens 
at 24 n.in. after 1 o'clock in the morning. The flar will pafs 
about 2 min. north of the moon's centre; and as the moon 
will be near the full, fome fort of telefcope muft be ufed to 
obfervethis ocCultation to any advantage. 

5. Any curious perfon that would vvilh to have a view of the 
Georgian Planet through their telefcopes, there will be a fine 
opportunity of firtdino thib liar, when it will be in conjancflion, 
as feen from the earth, with Regulus, a notable fixed flar o( 
the ^T^ magnitude ; this conjunction happens, by my calcu- 
lations, on the 4th day of Oftober, in the morning, when they 
Will rife together about 2 o'clock that morning; at which time 
the difference of their latitudes will be only 14. minutes, the 
new planet being only fo much to the north of Regulus. The 
new planet is very flow in motion, fo that they may be fpen near 
together for feveral days, both before and after the 4th of , 
P^obei;, what is alfo remarkable, the planet Mars alfo comes ' 
in conjunction (as feen from the earth) with Regulus, on the J 
I ft of Odlober, but will be about 5 1 min. in latitude more tq * 
the north. Mars will alfo paf> by the Georgian Planet, on 
the fame day, but with 36 min. of latitude more to the north; 
Mars moves on very faft to the eallward, and foon leaves both ' 
Kegulus and the Georgian PJanet to the weft of him. 

6. The nimble planet Mercury is the leaft in our fyflem, 
and is at all times fo near the fun, that a fight of him can 
very rarely be obtained, though feveral ingenious perfons, de- 
firous of his acquaintance, feek diligently to find him, but 
commonly in vain, and often fo, becaufethey are unacquainted 
waih the tii;ncs when that fickle planet receives tcrreftrial vi- 
iiunts, which he only does (except in fome rare cafes) when 

he 
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he makes his greated excurllons from the prefence of his Royal 
Mailer. I will here fetdown when he will I?e in company with 
ibxne other of his fellow planets, they will, like good guides, 
conduA JOB to the refidence of ouFceleftial' vagrant. 

Oa the fccond and third days of April Saturn is with Mer- 
cury, they may he feen together in the weft for near 2 hours 
after the; fan is fet ; MerCury appearing about 4 degrees more 
to the north, and will fet after Saturn le minutes at leaft. 
Mercury will fet Ute for feveral nights together, therefore 
will affqrd a fine opportunity of feeing him. Mercury may 
again be feen on thq 23d and 2<|th days of May, from 22 min. 
pail 3 in the morning till fun rife, when Saturn will appear 
only about i degree in latititude more to the north. There 
will be an opportunity of feeing Mercury from the ajtTiof 
July to the 7ih day of Auguil, when Mercury may be feen 
in the weft every night after fun fet, when the air is clear, as 
he will fet n^ear an hour after the fun. The laft week in No- 
vember Mercilry will fet near an hour after the fun ; therefore 
may be feen in the weft after the fun is fet, by fuch as have a 
mind to look f^him. 

Obfervatlons upon the Four Quarters 6f the Year, and apon 
the influence of the Planets therein. 

Of the Spring. — This moft delightful and charming feafon 
begins when the fun enters into the equino6li;ai iign Aries, 
which this year is on Wednefday the 20th day of March, at 
8 minutes after three in the morning, and continues during 
the fun*s tranfit through the three northern figns Aries, Taurus, 
and Gemini. The fun now leaves the inhabitants of the 
ibuthern hemifphere, to revive and cherifh' with his friendly 
beams thofe of the northern. Man need not now feek the 
conv^rfation of treacherous company, or the baneful exhilera- 
tion of a tavern fociety to divert his melancholy, it may be 
much better dofiein contemplating the beautiful and harmlefs 
pieces of Nature's furniture > thcfe curious emblems of the 
fpring are void of deceit ; they are innpcent fyrens, though 
they may ravifli the fenfes, they will tempt none to deftruc- 
tion, but c..ear all mankind with their mdlifiuous charms.

SATURN, 

I ( Continued from last Year. ) 

I Saturn, as we obferv'd before, is the moft dillant planet 
" in our fy ttem, except the Georgian Planet , lately difcovered 
I by Dr. HerfcheL He performs his courfe with no lefs than 
feven attendants, or moons (two of which,, via, the 6th and 7th 

have 
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have alfo lately been difeovered by the above .Dr. Hrrfclie1> 
by his wonderful and powerful telefcopes) whkh are not to be 
fcen without the help of a very good telefcope. Befides theft 
atieadants, Saturn has an ornament peculiar to himfelf, for be 
is dignified with a vaft luminou? ring (as we juft mentioned 
in our laft) wbicb furrounds his middle, and does bo where 
touch his body, but by an exadi libration and equipoiie of aJI 
its pans, fuftains itfelf like an arch, and (being thus fufpended 
by heaven's geometry), is kept from falling upon hia body. 
Its c6^ n towards the earth, but inclining about thirty degrees 
to the plane of the ecliptic, mud appear to his inhabitants like 
&n imnienfe and beautiful arch of light. It keeps parallel to 
itfelf at all tim« s. The breadth of this ring is computed to be 
ziyCoo Allies, and at fuch a didance from the body of Saturn 
as is equal to its breadth. This fpace is fo great between tlic 
body of Saturn and his ring, that, in a proper fituation, we 
can fee the heavens and liars through the fame. The purpoies 
of this admirable ring feems, from its, lucid appearance, in- 
tended by Providence to fupply Saturn with light, and make 
up for the deficiency of the fun's rays, which muft lofe much 
of their power in paffing through fuch an immenfe track to this 
planet. The diftanoe of Saturn from the fun being ten times 
greater than that of the earth from the fame. — The ftiadow of 
this planet has alfo been feen thrown on that part of its riiig 
oppoiite CDthe fun, ivhtch (hews that luminary fupplies Saturn 
with parr of its light, and a fmail Ihare of its infiuehce. Thus 
much for this wonderful ring of Saturn, which Dr. Herfchcl 
has lately found lo be double, and that through the interval of 
the two rings ; he has clearly- perceived the iky. He ^as 
Ineafured tht outer diameter of this ring, and found it to be 
154,000 miles 1
